(By the Associated Presa) 
Checked at most points along the 
front from Arras to Coney, north of 
Soissons. the Germans are nibbling 
at the Allied, line in an effort to find 
a weak spot. In the Chauny-Concy- 
LaFere triangle along the Oise on the 
southern front the French have re­ 
tired to higher ground. From Arras 
to the Somme the British line stands 
aa it did ten days ago. The French 
retain positions around the Amiens. 
Paris railway. Correspondents at the 
British front in France say signs are 
not wanting that the Germans are 
preparing for another long front at­ 
tack in an endeavor to reach Amiens. 
The German attempt to advance on 
the ^mlens-Roye road In Hangard 
region was broken up by French ar­ 
tillery. 
British Score Small Gain. 
London, April 8.—On the southern 
bank of the Somme the British last 
night made a small advance, the war 
office announces officially. 
Artillery at Work. 
Paris, April 8.—Violent artillery 
engagements occurred last night, es­ 
pecially on the left bank of the Meuse 
says the official report. 
Intense Artillery Action. 
With the British Army in France, 
April 8.—Intense 
hostile 
artillery 
work has been proceeding at various 
points along the British battle front 
this morning. The bombardment was 
unusually heavy north of the Scarpe 
river and south of the Somme. No 
infantry action had been reported up 
to 8 o’clock this morning. 
Bolo Pasha Reprieved. 
Paris, April 8.—It is announced 
that military 
judicial 
authorities 
granted a reprieve to Bolo Pasha, 
convicted of treason in acting as a 
German progpaganda agent in France 
The reprieve is based on the repre­ 
sentation of his attorney that Bolo 
had revelations to make to the au­ 
thorities. The reprieve’s length is not 
given.

quota was $4,500 and 
it 
reported 
over the 
top without saying 
how 
much. 
Vanoss, quota $6,500 with 
$6,750 subscribed. 
Tyrola reported 
its quota of $2,500 was subscribed. 
Dr. L. M. Overton reports that by 
noon Fitzhugh district had 
raised 
$7,300 out of $11,000 and that the 
Odd Fellows' lodge will vote tonight 
to take $1,000. 
W. W. Gaines of 
the 
Stonewall 
News stated that Stonewall^ trade 
territory was assessed at $58,00 and 
$27,0*00 of this has been pledged al­ 
ready. 
Committees have been busy in Ada 
all day and have met with gratifying 
success, but it has been impossible 
to get much of a line on the total 
during the 
day. 
The

U. S. WAR SAVING AND THRIFT STAMPS FOR 
BONDS 


■AND— 
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Oklahoma City, 
April 
8.—With 
Kingfisher in the lead, nearly doubl­ 
ing her kuota, five other counties of 
Oklahoma, out of twenty-seven re­ 
porting to the state council of de­ 
fense, "shelled” to victory in the 
third Liberty loan on the first day 
of the campaign. The five counties 
that go on the honor roll with King­ 
fisher are Coal, Love and Ottawa, 
Alfalfa and Okmulgee. 
Kingfisher’s quota was $256,700, 
and she subscribed $404,850. Two 
thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
seven patriots of that county partic­ 
ipated in the loan. 
Of the twenty-seven counties giv­ 
ing detailed 
reports, 
subscriptions 
totaled more than 30 per cent of the 
quotas, with rural districts In many 
counties not included. 


Seagulls Locate Submarines. 
Boston, April 8.—Seagulls consti­ 
tute a most usefu auxiliary fleet in 
combatting the German submarines, 
declares Dr. Edward 
H. 
Forbush, 
MassachuSettes state ornithologist, in 
a bulletin issued for children. With 
a vision keener than that of the hu­ 
man eye, he adds, the gulls detect 
the presence of the submarines and 
airmen, watching fnom above, signal 
to destroyers to come and give battle 
to the enemy. The gulls are effective 
submarine chasers, says the ornith­ 
ologist, because they follow the craft 
in search of food. 
The pheasant, Dr. Forbush reports, 
has developed a helpful aversion for 
bombing airplanes and is on guard 
night and day against them, for it 
can hear the whirr of their propellers 
before the noise is audible to the hu­ 
man ear.

London, April l l . — Germ an spies 
have been a continual source of an­ 
noyance 
throughout 
the 
recent 
B ritish retirem ents in France. Many 
of these spies have been detected in 
B ritish uniform s, presum ably stolen 
from bodies of the slain. 
A B ritish 
officer in a letter to the Daily Ex­ 
press, tells of an encounter w ith two 
such spies . 
“I had been ordered to take up a 
position w ith th e two guns of my 
section of our infantry were being 
forced back. 
I was on a crest Just 
in front of my guns ready and w ait­ 
ing to open fire and observe the 
rounds, but the specified tim e had not 
arrived. 
“On tile rig h t of me was the road 
along which a few m inutes before I 
had managed to get my guns. It was 
packed 
w ith 
infantry, 
transport, 
guns, prisoners and stretcher bearers 
struggling 
along 
w ith 
wounded. 
Something or other called m y atten­ 
tion to the signallers trying to lay 
out a wire from the road tow ards 
my observation post. 
I could hear a 
gibe m ade to them , some w itticism 
which caused a laugh. 
Then some­ 
one else’s guns on the left opened 
fire. 
In a few seconds I picked up 
the target, a blue-gray shadow ad­ 
vancing in apparent silence over the 
top of a crest two thousand yards 
away. 
“I gave the order to join in the 
chorus of guns. 
The rounds were 
bursting beautifully, and I picked up 
the range quickly and well, but I 
noticed Boche shells beginning to 
fall on and about the road, bursting 
with m arvelous precision. 
“I glanced behind a t my guns, ju st 
as a shell burst one hundred yards 
in rear of them and another one hun­ 
dred yards in fron&—a beautiful 
“bracket", positively uncanny, as the 
guns were in a splendid position 
and certainly could not be seen. 
“I 
knew 
w hat 
th a t 
bracket 
m eant, and longed to 
give 
the 
Take cover, order to my gunners 
but only for one moment. 
O ur job 
was to carry on. 
So we fired away 
as rapidly as we could, for, after 
all, we do not often have the luck 
to shoot at moving masses 
of the 
Boches. 
“A few m inutes later I received 
the message: “ Both guns out of ac­ 
tion, sir.” 
I gazed round with a 
jerk, and there below 
me, 
sure 
enough, both guns were knocked out. 
“The Boches had begun another 
deliberate shoot a t the other guns, 
and I could see a t a glance he was 
somehow observing his rounds, and 
correcting them for line and range, 
and yet there w ere no H un air­ 
planes up aloft to do it. 
A m arvel­ 
lous mystery! 
I determ ined to go 
to my guns and do my best to get 
them into action again, so off 
I 
moved, dodging around the ancient 
shell-holes of 1916, jum ping across 
old German trenches. 
“I had hardly gone tw enty yards 
when I heard a buzz quite close, the 
buzz of a field telephone buzzer. 
I 
came up behind two men in khaki 
with the fam iliar blue and w hite 
band of the B ritish signalling corps 
on their arm s, evidently the men I 
had seen before, one gazing out to­ 
wards the batteries on the left, the 
other buzzing. 
Quietly I approach­ 
ed. 
Then I grasped the situation. 
“W ith a running jum p I leaped 
on the instrum ent, yelled, and hit 
out w ith one fist under one jaw 
and another on the back of a square, 
hard head. 
“ ‘Gott in H im m el!’ 
came from 
the hard-headed m an and a gutteral 
groan from the other whose jaw I 
had hit, who lay apparently stunned. 
“Then in a m om ent I was kicked 
in the back, which sent me reeling 
“ I picked myself up, to find both 
Boches tearing away tow ards 
the 
road. 
They had some yards' start, 
but I gave chase. 
One stum bled 
and fell. I made a rush, and before 
he could rise kicked as I never had 
kicked 
before— a 
regular, 
proper 
punt. 
T hat settled him, and on I 
went. 
The other ran on when suddenly 
he disappeared in a cloud of smoke 
and a deafening roar. We had run 
in front of one of our batteries. 
Fate decreed the fate of one, but 
the other I had settled— with a hob­ 
nailed boot.

GERMAN DISCONTINUED 
IN STATE NORMALS 


My D ear Superintendent: 
I desire to call your attention to 
w hat seems to me to be a m atter of 
great concern to all the schools at 
this time. As you will know, we have 
discontinued the teaching of the Ger­ 
man language in all the state schools. 
So far as I have been able to learn 
there will not be a high school in 
the state of Oklahom a th a t will teach 
the German language when school 
opens next September. 
The State Board of Education has 
appointed a com m ittee to examine 
and* report on any G erm an propa­ 
ganda th a t may be found in any text 
books now in use in th e schools. At 
our last m eeting the Board accept­ 
ed substitutes for the objectionable 
parts of the text book, The History 
of the Old W orld, w ith th e under­ 
standing th a t th e company take up 
all outstanding books now in use 
at even exchange. 
In our school libraries It is quite 
possible th a t books and magazines 
have been purchased which contain 
chapters and stories, and possibly 
volumes, th a t can properly be con­ 
strued as German propaganda. At the 
tim e these books and magazines were 
purchased no one suspected their pur 
poses or th e insiduous m ethods by 
which the German propaganda was 
being imposed upon our educational 
system. To w hat extent these books 
and magazines have been bought, I 
have no way of knowing and the only 
way by which we can know and rid 
our libraries of th is kind of litera­ 
tu re is to m ake a careful invoice of 
all the libraries in the colleges and 
th e public schools. I therefore re­ 
quest you to take up this m atter im­ 
m ediately and rid your library of 
any magaiznes, text books, 
or 
any 
other literature' bearing German pro­ 
paganda. 
Next fall the State Board of Edu­ 
cation will require every teacher who 
draws public money to subscribe to 
an oath th at he will up hold the con­ 
stitution of the United States and 
the State of Oklahoma, and th a t he 
will teach patriotism . 
A policy of 
this kind will be inconsistent if we 
still have volumes of German pro­ 
paganda stored in our libraries. All 
German literature should be remov­ 
ed, first .because it inculcates Ger­ 
m an ideals; second, because its teach­ 
ing is contrary to fundam ental Am­ 
erican doctrine. W here such danger­ 
ous m atter occupies only a page or 
two, I suggest th a t the pages be cut 
out of th e book. In the Case of a 
German book, or a Germ an text, the 
entire book should be destroyed. It 
seems to me th a t all of this litera­ 
ture in the public and private li­ 
braries and in the school libraries 
of the state should be collected and 
th a t the F ourth Day of July would 
be a m ost suitable tim e to destroy 
such literatu re by a 
bonfire 
w ith 
proper ceremonies. Yours sincerely,

lets, insure the purity of drinking 
w ater, keep a lookout for outbreaks 
and epidemics, m aintain a continu­ 
ous cam paign of inoculations and 
vaccinations, and fill out a long ser­ 
ies of records and arm y form s. He 
has to do his utm ost In the lig h t of 
his special knowledge to m aintain 
the health of his unit, and any re­ 
missness on his p art m ay lead to a 
serious dim inution in its strength. 
In billets he has th e added duty 
of playing the role of medical at­ 
tendant to the villagers, as all the 
French doctors in the country dis­ 
tricts have gone.

(Correspondence of th e Associated 
P ress)— One of the unsung heroes 
of the w ar is the m ilitary surgeon. 
No man has been harder worked in 
the trem endous fighting of the past 
few weeks, and his w ork has been 
in most cases far from pleasant. 
There is not the 
sam e 
rom antic 
stim ulus for the medical m an th a t 
there is for the infantry or artillery 
ofaier. It is one thing to dash about 
under fire intent on killing o r being 
killed; it is another thing to dash 
about under fire and take the sam e 
risks while calmly attending to those 
with wounds from which all other 
men as they pass avert their heads. 
“Thank God, I am not a doctor," 
said an officer who had been detailed 
to inspect a num ber of improvised 
casualty clearing stations along the 
front during a recent attack. 
The regim ental surgeon 
in 
the 
British arm y has in his charge the 
veil-being of more than a thousand 
men. W hen there is no fighting on, 
he has plenty to do. He has to strike 
a happy medium in discouraging the 
faint-hearted who come to him as a 
means of obtaining a fortnight’s rest 
aud in holding out a helping hand to 
those who are in real distress. 
If he 
is too lenient, the com manding offi­ 
cer oegins to ask w hether he intends 
to deplete the whole regim ent; if he 
is too harsh the junior officers and 
men lose patience. 
The doctor is the only officer in 
the regim ent, however, who is the 
fortunate possessor of a cart, but this 
leads to 
num erous 
complications. 
There are some thirty-odd officers in 
the regim ent, and each one of them 
ha- some few trifles which m ust go 
in th at cart.

St. Louis, May 21.— Baseball's old 
guard lost one of its staunchest war­ 
riors when Oliver P. (“P at” ).Tebau, 
following a protracted illness, re­ 
cently shot and killed himself here. 
He belonged to the old school of 
players whose fighting spirit over­ 
shadowed '.heir playing abilities. In 
his day the winning player frequently 
was the one with the widest vocabu­ 
lary and the best umpire was the 
one with the hardest fist. Games In 
his days were sometimes merely oc­ 
casions for flights and runs were 
made only by sturdy men who fought 
their way around the bases with 
tongue, fist and spike. 
Tebeau was a product of the sand­ 
lot diamonds in St. Louis. 
His first 
professional engagement was with 
Jacksonville, 111., in 1885. 
A year 
later he went to the St. Joseph, Mo., 
club 
in the 
W estern Association, 
Playing second base. 
In 1887 he 
was transferred to Denver in the 
same league and his stellar work 
caused him to be signed by thq 
Chicago W hite Stockings of which 
“Cap” Anson was the manager. He 
played third base with club. 
The 
following year he was signed by the 
Minneapolis team of the Western 
Association and when that club dis­ 
banded he joined the Omaha club. 
About this time Cleveland in the 
National League was casting about 
for players and he was signed. At 
the end of the season of 1889 the 
Brotherhood revolt came and Tebeau 
was assigned to Cleveland 
in 
the 
Players’ League. When the baseball 
war was declared off he was signed 
to captain the Cleveland Nationals 
and later was made manager and first 
baseman of the team .After several 
years of successes the franchise was 
moved to St. Louis in 1899 and Te­ 
beau came here as manager of the 
St. Louis Nationals, but in the mid­ 
dle of the season next year he quit 
and devoted himself to business. 
Tebeau's death caused his “old 
guard” friends here to indulge in re- 
miniscenses. Bobby Wallace, who, at 
the age of 42, is still with the Car­ 
dinal club as a shortstop, described 
Tebeau as a royal roughneck on the 
ball field; an 
unquestionel 
friend 
and an uncompromising enemy. Wal­ 
lace also admits that it was Tebeau 
who convinced him that he was not 
a pitcher and set him to work^as an 
infielder on the old Cleveland club. 
“Pat was a hard loser,” Wallace 
said .“If his club dropped a close one 
the veins in his neck stood out and 
it was well for no one to cross him. 
I remember one day In Philadelphia 
after we had lost by one run a small 
boy approached Pat and asked him 
for his glove. Every one expected to 
see the boy receive a severe thrash­ 
ing. Instead Tebeau gave the boy his 
glove, then in a moment of com­ 
bined pique and generosity gave the 
lad all the old balls he could find, an­ 
other glove and finally 
his 
shoes. 
He explained that he might as well 
give 'them away for he w'as doing 
no good with them.” 
Tebeau i salso credited with hav­ 
ing once put an umpire off the field. 
In a game with Chicago, Lynch, the 
umpire, called a close decision at 
first base. Tebeau protested and was 
voluble in his abuse. Lynch ordered 
him off the field. Pat’s answer was 
to walk up to the umpire and stick 
his chin into Lynch’s face. 
“You get off the field yourself or 
you’ll go to the hospital in a hurry,” 
was aP t’s edict. The umpire quickely 
decided that he “didn’t care to um­ 
pire for a bunch of hoodlums,” and 
left the park. 
Jack Powell, veteran pitcher who 
is attempting a comeback with the 
Browns this year, tells of an occas­ 
ion when Tebeau looked with super­ 
stition on a bouquet of flowers and 
barred floral pieces from the field. 
“Cy Young had shut out Balti­ 
more in the first game of a critical 
series aud I blanked them in the sec­ 
ond,” says Powell. “There was a 
near riot after each game and the 
police escorted us to our hotel. On 
the third day a hundred police ringed 
around the field. Everything went 
fine for five innings and we were 
out in front 6 to 0. “Cupid” Childs, 
our second baseman, lived in Balti­ 
more and in the sixth inning was 
given a huge bouquet. 
In the same 
inning the Orioles pushed over eight 
runs. When the inning was over Te­ 
beau grabbed the flowers and heaved 
them into the stands. “Nobody on 
this club will ever get any flowers 
so long as I am boss,” he bellowed. 
And they never did.” 
Tebeau lived to see ball players 
who said “sir” to an 
umpire 
and 
teams who could win without com­ 
m itting assault and battery. During 
his time the game 
was ' cleansed, 
formaldehyded, uplifted and “knot- 
holed.” His death marked the pass­ 
ing of the m ilitant type of player of 
whom there are few left.

SMALL BOY PUTS OSE 
OVER GENERAL WOLF 


Gamesburg, 111., May 23.— Briga­ 
dier General Paul Wolf, commander 
of the first two camps at Plattsburg 
and now in more active service, is 
one o fthe strictest disciplinarians 
in the army. When he says “do this” 
grown men jump to do it; when be 
orders “don’t do that.” “That” is 
not done. 
But Gen. Wolf is ready 
to admit that he doesn't know oil 
there is to know about discipline. 
A 9-year-old American boy bested 
the brigadier. 
They met on a rail­ 
road train recently. 
The general 
was on his way from Camp Logan, 
Houston, Texas, to his home city. 
The boy was in command of 
the 
coach when General Wolf entered. 
He was making more noise than all 
the other passengers and the train 
put together. His mother could not 
make him behave. 
General Wolf decided that the boy 
should be disciplined. 
He tried it. 
The 9-year-old was willing to listen 
but was not a bit impressed. 
He 
was friendly. 
He romped ail over 
the officer. 
Pointing to his very, 
very fat mother, and then to their 
single berth, confided to the gen­ 
eral: “See what I am up against 
tonight.” 
General Wolf was shocked at the 
lad’s disrespect for his mother but 
he sympathized with him after 
a 
glance at the narrow bed. 
Every 
place in the Pullm an was' taken. 
“You can sleep with me,” he told 
the boy and he practiced discipli­ 
narian measures with his result: 
The boy amused himself by hit­ 
ting over the head with the gener­ 
al’s slippers everybody who walked 
through the aisles; 
Escaped in his “nightie” and gal­ 
loped through the car yelling like 
an Apache Indian; 
Peeked into a half dozen berths, 
howling with delight as the occu­ 
pants screamed; 
Climbed into bed with one of the 
general’s aides and woke him by 
Shoving his cold feet into the sol­ 
dier’s back; 
Tossed a cupful of ice water on 
his sleeping mother; 
Mixed up the shoes the porter was 
shining; 
Explored the general’s traveling 
bag, pinning on himself various med­ 
als and army insignia. 
Finally he crawled back into bed 
with the general and went to sleep. 
General Wolf was glad to get off 
at Galesburg. 
He is a strong advocate of univer­ 
sal military training, provided “you 
don’t have to take 'em too young.” 


90,000 SOLDIERS PER 
WEEK GOING TO EUROPE

Washington, May 23.— In a state­ 
ment inserted in the House record 
today Representative 
Caldwell 
of 
New York, a member of the Military 
Committee, declared that during the 
first ten days of May 90,000 Ameri­ 
can soldiers were sent abroad, and 
said that after the expiration of one 
year from the arrival of 
the 
first 
shipment of troops from this country 
the United States would have one 
million men in France, equipped with 
the necessary arms and supplies. 
When a request was made for a 
small expeditionary force from this 
country, critics of the administration 
Mr. Caldwell said, d- ^ared it would 
be impossible to ship from 50,000 to 
100,000 men in the first year of the 
war. 


Peking, April 20. — (Correspond­ 
ence of The Associated Press.)— A 
commercial regiment for China, com­ 
poned of young American business 
men subject to war service, who, 
while serving their country will at 
the same time form the skirmish 
line of an American commercial ar­ 
my to invade China after the war, 
is one pf Ute possibilities if recom­ 
mendations by the Aemrican Minister 
Dr. Paul S. Reinsch, to the War aud 
State Departments at Washington are 
heeded. 
The idea of a commercial regi­ 
ment originated with Major Arthur 
Bassett of the United States army, 
stationed in Teintsln. 
His plan was 
suggested to Minister Reinsch and 
by the latter submitted to Washing­ 
ton for consideration. 
“The idea,” said Major Bassett, 
“is, briefly, to take young men with 
business experience or who expect 
to follow a business career who are 
drafted into the army and instead 
of sending them to France organize 
them into a special regiment and 
send them to China. 
These men 
could get their military training here 
just as thoroughly as elsewhere and 
at the same time acquire a ground­ 
ing in Eastern commercial methods. 
The would relieve troops now sta­ 
tioned here who would be available 
for service on the eWstern front. 
“The North China School of Lan­ 
guages, which is already doing good 
work in teaching the northern 
or 
Mandarin Chinese 
has 
tentatively 
promised to open a branch of ■ the 
school in Tientsin to each American 
troops as I have suggested. 
At the 
same time arrangements could easi­ 
ly be made for a course of instruc­ 
tion in Chinese commercial methods 
and business opportunities. 
With a 
knowledge of the language and with 
facilities for observation which could 
be assured, each man at the close 
of the war would become a factor 
for the promoting of American trade 
in China. 
“In the past trading has been done 
from the treaty ports whence the 
Chinese took the goods into the in­ 
terior and marketed them. 
The 
Japanese, however, have more or less 
broken away from this practice; they 
have penetrated into the interior and 
have made it necessary for the old 
method of confining operations to 
treaty ports to be done away. If 
Western nations are to compete for 
this Chinese business, a large num­ 
ber of young business men who can 
speak the language and know the 
customs and practices of the peo­ 
ple will be indispensable. They must 
be able to go into the interior and 
market their goods direct. 
“In order to accomplish this 
the 
old trade regulations which 
have 
been in force in the past will have 
to be modified so that as to permit 
foreigners to trade more freely in 
the interior. 
There must be co-op­ 
eration among western powers 
to 
get the Chinese to agree to this mod­ 
ification, 
This js the only way we 
shall ever be able to compete on an 
equal basis. 
After such modifica­ 
tion has been accomplished, it will 
be up to the individual. 
My idea is 
to have young trained men on 
the 
ground capable of getting the busi­ 
ness. 
“There are really great commer­ 
cial opportunities here in China, anc 
it looks as though this would be the 
commercial battle ground after the 
war. 
If they are to hold their own 
in this contest. 
Western 
nations 
must prepare now for the struggle.

(By the Associated Press) 
Buenos Aires, April 12.— The peo­ 
ple of Argentine and Chile appear to 
have been drawn much closer to­ 
gether than they were as a result of 
Argentina’s action 
in sending a 
special embassy to Chile, under the 
leadership of the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, to take part in Chile’s cele­ 
bration of the centennial of the Bat­ 
tle of Maipu, in which the Argentine 
army helped Chile to so effectively 
defeat the Spaniards that the inde­ 
pendence of Chile was assured. 
Dr. Pueyrrendon, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has just returned 
from his mission to Chile and is en­ 
thusiastic over the reception accorded 
the Argentines and especially so over 
the interest which Chilean author­ 
ities have taken in 
proposals 
for 
bringing the two countries closer to­ 
gether sympathetically by means of 
closer commercial relations and by 
the interchange of university profes­ 
sors and students. 
Just as he was leaving Chile, Dr. 
Pueyrenndon told Chilean newspaper 
men th at he had been greatly pleas­ 
ed to find that there existed in Chile 
a friendly attitude toward the Ar­ 
gentine proposition th at commercial 
interchange be arranged according to 
zones, so that northern, central and 
southern Argentina might trade di­ 
rectly with northern, 
central 
and 
southern Chile, without hampering 
trade by the present customs reg­ 
ulations which confined it to the reg­ 
ular trade routes. 
Such a commerc­ 
ial arrangement, he said, would be 
of inestimable value to both coun­ 
tries. 
He also said that upon his return 
to Buenos Aires he would begin work 
with the view of establishing 
cur­ 
rents of intellectual 
relations 
be­ 
tween the two countries by the ex­ 
change of professors ana students. 
“The people of the two countries,” 
he said, “understand each other. It 
remains for statesmen to find a way 
of bringing them closer together.” 
There are no indications th a t any 
effort is being made by Argentina 
looking to a closer political union 
with Chile than already exists, al­ 
though dispatches from the United 
States indicate th at such an impres­ 
sion has gained footing there, prob­ 
ably as a result of undue importance 
being given to the statements of Dr. 
Pueyrredon, who spoke only 
of 
a 
closer understanding 
between 
the 
people and carefully avoided all ref- 
■ erence to the governments. 
Argentina is the 
“big* brother” 
whose friendship and support is be­ 
ing constantly sought by both Braz­ 
il and Chile; for either of them, with 
the assistance of Argentina 
could 
control South America. W ithout Ar­ 
gentina’s support it is believed almost 
I any combination of republics would 
‘ fail. 
Brazil pretends to see political 
significance in the sending of a spec­ 
ial embassy to the celebration. It is 
true that 
President 
Irigoyen 
has 
made a steady and determined effort 
to bring about a union of the Span­ 
ish speaking South American repub­ 
lics ever since he has been in power, 
but he has met with little success 
and even those who charged him with 
attempting secret unions with Chile 
and Bolivia a few months ago, agree 
that in the present instance, the only 
union that is hoped for from Chile is 
a closer commercial union and a bet- 
I ter understanding and closer sympa­ 
thy between the people of the two 
republics.

A new system on the sale of flour, 
in Pontotoc County, went into effect 
on May 20th, and you have been ad­ 
vised of this. 
I have had a number 
of inquiries, however, as to whether 
or not substitutes should be sold with 
flour. The rule as to the sale of sub­ 
stitutes is not changed, 
and 
every 
purchase of flour should be accompa­ 
nied, as heretofore, with the purchase 
of substitutes, unless Miller’s Certifi­ 
cate is furnished showing meal on 
hand, in which case you can have 
purchaser sign substitute blank. 
Baking of Pies. 
- 
The Food Administration does not 
discourage the baking of pies, 
but 
does ask that 
pie crust 
be made, 
largely, of wheat flour substitutes. 
The promiscuous 
baking 
of 
cake 
where wheat flour altogether is used, 
should be 
discouraged. 
Very 
few 
cakes should be baked unless substi­ 
tutes can be used for the wheat flour. 
Ice Cream 
The Food Administration does not 
discourage the making of Ice Cream, 
as ice cream is a food in itself, and 
is important in view of its relation 
to the milk industry. 
Poultry Rule. 
The rule prohibiting the killing of 
hens was terminated on April 20th. 
The Food Administration earnestly 
encourages the consumption of poul­ 
try, eggs and vegetables instead of 
beef and pork. 
Some Canning. 
The Food Administration encour­ 
ages home canning in order that per­ 
ishable food may be saved this sum­ 
mer to be eaten in the place of meats 
next winter. 
Conservation of Meat 
Meatless days have heretofore been 
suspended but the Food Administra­ 
tion desires rigid economy 
in 
the 
consumption of all kinds 
of 
meat 
without, 
however, 
re-establishing 
meatless days for the present. 
We 
are now shipping to our Allies about 
seventy-five million pounds of 
meat 
per week against pre-war normal of 
less than fifteen million pounds. Even 
then the Allies have found it neces­ 
sary to reduce the consumption of all 
kinds of meat and poultry to an aver­ 
age of one and one-quarter pounds 
per person per week. 
Our consump­ 
tion of meat in the United States is 
about three and one quarter pounds 
per person per week. Hence the ne­ 
cessity of further economy. 
Shipment of Perishables 
Perishables are at shipper’s risk if 
sold f. o. b. delivery point, but at 
risk of consignee, the Food Adminis­ 
tration is interested only from the 
point of view of preventing waste, 
and will interfere to prevent waste. 
New Business 
The Food Administration does not 
wish to encourage new confectionery 
enterprises, or any new enterprises 
requiring sugar. 
Role Governing Sale of Eggs. 
The Law Department rules that in 
no case shall a dealer sell fresh eggs 
to any dealer in a class further re­ 
moved from the consumer than the 
class in which the seller is included. 
For example, a jobber shall not sell 
to a wholesaler or a retailer to a 
wholesaler. A retail merchant in the 
country who buys eggs from a farmer 
or takes eggs in trade is not consid­ 
ered a retailer of eggs. 
He occupies 
the position more like that of an orig­ 
inal packer or shipper and may sell 
to any one he pleases. 
Binder Twine. 
The Sisal and Jute Divisions of the 
Food Administration in order to in­ 
sure an adequate supply of binder 
twine to meet the 1918 harvest re­ 
quirements, has revised the margins 
of profits to be received by retail deal­ 
ers in this commodity. Farm ers are 
earnestly urged to place their orders 
for probable requirements of binder 
twine as soon as possible to the end 
that local dealers may provide for 
early shipment. 
Shipping conditions 
are such that more time must be al­ 
lowed from factory to local distribut­ 
ing points than usual in order to 
avoid danger of supplies. 
I might add that I have been relia­ 
bly informed that Binder Twine may 
be purchased from the Warden of the 
State Penitentiary at McAlester at a 
very reasonable price. 
License. 
Persons engaged in the following 
business must procure license: 
Importers, manufacturers or dis- 
tribubtors of cotton seed hulls and 
owners of elevators, warehouses or 
other places for storage of cotton 
seed hulls. 
Ginners, buyers,agents, 
dealers or other handlers of cotton 
seed not already licensed by the food 
administration, who handle 
yearly 
between September 1st and August 
30 th more than twenty tons of cotton 
seed.

which will be of local interest in your 
particular locality.

“While the results for Oklahoma 
are today incomplete,” said Phillips 
yesterday, “I feel very sure that we 
shall have well 
over 
$2,000,000 
when the final count is made. W hat­ 
ever we do, however, we shall not 
match the sacrifice our allies and sol­ 
diers have made, or that which the 
boys we are sending to the front must 
endure.”

PunWinitiils and Machine-Gun Stunts. 
Soon after my arrival In Prance; In 
fact, from my enlistment, I had found 
that in the British army discipline Is 
very strict. One has to be very care­ 
ful In order to stay on the narrow path 
of government virtue. * 
There are about seven million ways 
of breaking the king's regulations; to 
keep one you have to break another. 
The worst punishment Is death by a 
firing squad, or “up against the wall,** 
as Tommy calls It. 
This is for desertion, cowardice, mu­ 
tiny, giving information to the enemy, 
looting, rape, robbing the dead, forcing 
a safeguard, striking a superior, etc. 
Then comes the punishment of sixty- 
four days in the front-line trench with­ 
out relief. During this time you have 
to engage In all raids, working parties 
In Mo Man's Land, and every hazardous 
undertaking that comes along. If you 
live through the sixty-four days you 
are indeed lucky. * 
This punishm ents awarded where 
there la a doubtful to the willful guilt 
of a man who has committed an of­ 
fence punishable by death. 
Then comes the famous field pun­ 
ishment No. I. Tommy has nicknamed 
It “crucifixion. ’ It means that a man 
is spread-eagles? on a limber, wheel, 
two hours a day for twenty-one days. 
During this time he only gets water, 
bully beef and biscuits for his chow. 
You get “crucified" for repeated minor 
offenses. 
Next in order is field punishment 
No. Z 
This is confinement In the “clink,** 
without blankets, getting water, bully 
beef and biscuits for rations and doing 
all the dirty work that can be found. 
This may be for twenty-four hours or 
twenty days, according to the gravity 
of the offense. 
Then comes “pack drill" or default­ 
ers’ parade. This consists of drilling, 
mostly at the double, for two hours 
with full equipment. 
Tommy hates 
this, because it is hard work. Some­ 
times he fills his pack with straw to 
lighten it, and sometimes he gets 
caught. If he gets caught, he grouses 
at everything in general for twenty- 
one days, from the vantage point of a 
limber wheel. 
Next comes “C. B." meaning “con­ 
fined to barracks." This consists of 
staying in billets or barracks for twen­ 
ty-four hours to seven days. You also 
get an occasional defaulters* parade 
aud dirty jobs around the quarters. 
The sergeant major keeps what Is 
known as the crime sheet. When a 
man 
commits 
an 
offense, 
he 
Is 
“crimed,** that is, his name, number 
and offense Is entered on the crime 
sheet. Next day at 9 a. rn. he goes to 
the “orderly room" before the captain, 
who either punishes him with “C. B." 
or sends him before the O. C. (officer 
commanding battalion). The captain 
of the company can only award “C. B." 
Tommy many a time has thanked 
the king for milking that provision in 
his regulations. 
To gain the title of a “smart soldier," 
Tommy has to keep clear of the crime 
sheet, and you have to be darned smart 
to do It 
I have been on It a few times, most­ 
ly for “Yankee impudence." 
During our stay of two weeks In 
rest billets our captain put us through 
a course of mnchine-g *\ drills, trying 
out new stunts and theories. 
After parades were over, our guns* 
crews got together and also tried out 
some theories of their own in reference 
to handling guns. These courses had 
nothing to do with the advancement of 
the war, consisted mostly of causing 
tricky jams in the gun, and then the 
rest of the cr**w would endeavor to lo­ 
cate as quickly as possible the cause 
of the stoppage. This amused them 
for a few days and then things came ta 
a standstill. 
One of the boys on my gun claimed 
that he could play a tune while the 
gun was actually firing, and demon­ 
strated this fact one day on the target 
range. We were very enthusiastic and 
decided to become musicians. 
After constant practice I became 
quite expert in the tune entitled “All 
Conductors Have Big Feet." 
When I had mastered this tune, our 
two weeks* rest came to an end, and 
once again we went up the line and 
took over the sector In front of G___ 
wood. 
At this point the German trenches 
ran around the base of a hill, on the 
top of which was a dense wood. This 
wood was Infested with maching guns, 
which used to traverse our lines at 
win, and sweep the streets of a little 
village, where we were billeted while 
in reserve. 
There was one gun In particular 
which used to get our goats, It had the 
exact range of our “elephant" dugout 
entrance, and every morning, about the 
time rations were being brought up, its 
bullets would knock up the dust on the 
road; mors than one Tommy went 
West or to Blighty by running Into 


he never gave us an hours rest. Our 
reputation as machine gunners was at 
stake; we tried various ruses to locate 
and put this gqn out of action, but 
each one proved to be a failure, and 
Fritz became a worse nuisance than 
ever. He was getting fresher and more 
careless every day, took all kinds of 
liberties with us—thought he was In­ 
vincible. 
Then one of our crew got a brilliant 
Idea and we were all enthusiastic to 
put It to the test 
Here was Ms scheme: 
When firing my gun, I was to play 
my tune, and Fritz, no doubt, would 
fall for it, try to Imitate me as an 
added Insult. 
This gunner and two 
others would try, by the sound, to lo­ 
cate Fritz and his gun. After having 
got the location, they would mount 
two machine guns In trees, In a little 
clump of woods to the left of our ceme­ 
tery. and while Frits was in the middle 
of his lesson, would open up and trust 
to luck. By our calculations, It would 
toke at least a week to pull off the 
stunt 
If Frits refused to swallow our bait 
It would be Impossible to locate his 
special gun. and that's the one we were 
after, because they all sound alike, a 
slow pup-pup-pup. 
Our prestige was hanging by a 
thread. In the battalion we had to en­ 
dure all kinds of insults pad fresh re­ 
marks as to our ability In silencing 
Fritz. Even to the battalion that Ger­ 
man gun was a sore spot. 
Next day, Fritz opened up as usual. 
I let him fire away for a while and 
then butted in with my “pup-pup-pup- 
pup-pup-pup." I kept this up quite a 
while, used two brits of ammunition. 
Fritz had stopped firing to listen. Then 
he started in; sure enough, he had 
fallen for our game, his gun was trying 
to Imitate mine, but, at first he made a 
horrible mess of that tune. Again I 
butted in with a few bars and stopped. 
Then he tried to copy what I had 
played. He was a good sport all right, 
because his bullets were going away 
over our heads, must have been firing 
Into the air. 
I commenced to feel 
friendly toward'hlm. 
This duet went on for five days. 
Fritz was a good pupil and learned 
rapidly, In fact, got better than his 
teacher. I commenced to feel lesions. 
When he had completely mastered the 
tune, he started sweeping the road 
again and we clicked it worse than 
ever. But he signed his death warrant 
by doing so, became my friendship 
turned to hate. Every time he fired he 
played that tune and we danced. 
The boys In the battalion gave us 
the “Ha! Ha!" They weren’t In on 
our little frameup. 
The originator of the ruse and the 
other two gunners had Fritz's location 
taped to the minute; they mounted 
their two guns, and also gave me the 
range. The next afternoon was set for 
the grand finale. 
Our three guns, with different eleva­ 
tions, had their fire so arranged, that, 
opening up together, their bullets 
would suddenly drop on Fritz like a 
hailstorm. 
About three the next day, Fritz start­ 
ed “pup-pupping" that tune. I blew a 
sharp blast on a whistle, It was the sig­ 
nal agreed upon; we turned loose and 
Fritz's gun suddenly stopped In the 
middle of a bar. We had cooked his 
goose, and our ruse had worked. After 
firing two belts each, to make sure of 
our job, we hurriedly dismounted our 
guns and took cover in the dugout. We 
knew what to expect soon. We didn't 
have to wait long, three salvos of 
“whizz-bangs" came over from Fritz's 
artillery, a further confirmation that 
we had sent that musical machine-gun­ 
ner on his Westward-bound journey. 
That gun never bothered us again. 
We were the heroes of the battalion, 
our captain congratulated us, said it 
was a neat piece of work, and, conse­ 
quently, we were all puffed up over the 
stunt 
There are several ways Tommy uses 
ta disguise the location of his machine 
gun and get his range. Some of the 
most commonly used stunts are as fol­ 
lows; 
At night, when he mounts his gun 
over the top of his trench and wants 
to get the range of Fritz's trench be 
adopts the method of what he terms 
“getting the sparks." This consists of 
firing bursts from his gun until the 
bullets hit the German barbed wire. 
He can tell when they are cutting the 
wire, because a bullet when It hits a 
wire throw’s out a blue electric spark. 
Machine-gun fire ie very damaging to 
wire and causes many a wiring party 
to go out at night when It Is quiet to 
repair the damage. 
To disguise the flare of his gun at 
night when firing, Tomnfy uses what la 
called a flare protector. This Is a stove­ 
pipe arrangement which fits over the 
barrel casing of the gun and screens 
the sparks from the right and left, but 
not from the front So Tommy, always 
resourceful, adopts this scheme: About 
three feet or less In front of the gun he 


This gun got our nerves on edge, 
lad Frits seemed to know It because

drives two stakes Into the ground, 
•bon* five feet apart 
Across these 
stakes he stretches a curtain made out 
of empty sandbags ripped open. He 
soaks this curtain in water and fires 
through It 
The water prevents It 
catching fire and effectively snreens 
the flare of the firing gun h o n tho 


Sound Is s valuable asset In locating 
a machine gun, but Tommy surmount* 
this obstacle by placing two machine 
guns about one hundred to one hun­ 
dred and fifty yards apart The gun 
on the right to cover with Ifs fire the 
sector of the left gun and the gun on 
the left to cover that of the right 
gnu. This makes their fire doss; they 
ore fired simultaneously. 
By this method It sounds like one 
gun firing and jives tbs Germans the 
Impression that the gun la firing from 
a point midway between the guns 
which are actually firing, and they ac­ 
cordingly shell that particular spot. 
The machine gunners Chuckle and say, 
“Fritz Is a brainy boy. not <alf he 
a in t" 
But the men In our lines at the spot 
bring shelled curse Fritz for his Igno­ 
rance and pass a few pert remarks 
down tim lins In reference to the ma­ 
chine gunners bring “windy" and 
afraid to Uke their medicine. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 


Gas Attacks and 8piea. • 
Three days after we had silenced 
Fritz, the Germans sent over gay. It 
did not catch us unawares, because the 
wind had been made to order, that Is, 
It was blowing from the German 
trenches toward ours at the rata of 
about five miles per bour. 
Warnings had been passed down the 
trench to keep a sharp lookout for gas. 
W e had a new man at the periscope, 
on this afternoon in question; I was 
sitting on the five step, cleaning my 
rifle, when he called out to me; 
“There's a sort of greenish, yellow 
cloud rolling along the ground out in 
front, it's coming—" 
But I waited for no more, grabbing 
my bayonet, which was detached from 
the rifle, I gave the alarm by banging 
an empty shell case, which was hang­ 
ing near the periscope. At the same 
Instant, gongs started ringing down the 
trench, the signal for Tommy to don 
his respirator, or smoke helmet, as wa 
call It. 
Gas travels quickly, so you must not 
lose any time; yon generally have 
about eighteen or twenty seconds In 
which to adjust your gas helmet. 
A gas helmet Is made of cloth, treat­ 
ed with chemicals. There are two win­ 
dows, or glass eyes, In it, through which 
you can see. Inside there Is a rubber- 
covered tube, which goes In the mouth. 
You breathe through your nose; the 
gas, passing through the cloth helmet. 
Is neutralized by the action of the 
chemicals. 
The foul air is exhaled 
through the tube in the mouth, this 
tube being so constructed that it pre­ 
vents the inhaling of the outside air or 
gas. One helmet is good for live hours 
of the strongest gas. 
Each Tommy 
carries two of them slung around his 
shoulder in a waterproof canvas hag. 
He must wear this bag qt all times, 
even wilily sleeping. ToA-hange a de­ 
fective helmet, you take out the new 
one, hold your breath, pull the old one 
off, placing the new one over your 
head, tucking In the loose ends under 
the collar of your tunic. 
For a minute, pandemonium reigned 
In our t rench—•Tom rn i es adjusting 
their helmets, bombers running here 
and there, and men turning out of the 
dugouts with fixed bayonets, to man 
the fire step. 
Reinforcements were pouring out of 
the communication trenches. 
Our gun’s crew were busy mounting 
the machine gun on the parapet and 
bringing up extra ammunition from 
the dugout 
German gas is heavier than air apd 
soon fills the trenches and dugouts, 
where It has been known to lurk for 
two or three days, until the air is puri­ 
fied by means of large chemical spray­ 
ers. 
We had to work quickly* as Fritz 
generally follows the gas with an In­ 
fantry attack. 
A company man on our right was 
too slow In getting om his helmet; he 
sank to the ground, clutching at his 
throat, and after a few spasmodic 
twistings went West (died). It was 
horrible to see bim die, but we were 
powerless to help him. In the corner 
of a traverse, a little, muddy cur dog, 
one of the company's pets, was lying 
dead, with his paws over his nose. 
Ifs the animals that suffer the most 
—the horses, mules, cattle, dogs, cats 
and rats—they having no helmets to 
save them. Tommy does not sjtnpa- 
tliize with rats in a gas attack. 
At times gas has been known to 
travel, with dire results, fifteen miles 
behind the lines. 
A gas. or smoke helmet, as it is 
called, at the best Is a vile-smelling 
thing, and it Is not long before one gets 
a violent headache from wearing it. 
Our eighteen-pounders were bant­ 
ing In No Man's Land, in an effort, by 
the artillery, to disperse the gas 
clouds. 
The fire step was lined with crouch­ 
ing mA, bayonets fixed, and bombs 
near at hand to repel the expected at­ 
tack. 
Our artillery had put a barrage of 
curtain fire on the German lines, to try 
and break up their attack and keep 
back re-enforcements. 
I trained my machine gun on their 
trench and Its bullets were raking the 
parapet. 
Then over they came, bayonets glis­ 
tening. 
In their respirators, which 
have a large snout In front, they look­ 
ed like some horrible nightmare. 
All along our trench, rifles and ma- 
c*flne guns spoke, our shrapnel was 
bursting over their heads. They wont 
down In heap* but new ones took the 
places of the fallen. 
Nothing could 
stop that mad rush. 
The Germans 
reached oar barbed wire, which bad 
previously been demolished by their 
shells, then It was bomb against bomb, 
and the devil for all. 
Soddenly my bead seemed to burnt 
tora a loud “q |± " in my eau. Thee 


my head began to swim, throat go{ 
dry, and a heavy pressure on the lungs 
warned me that my helmet was leak­ 
ing. Turning by gun over to No. 2, I 
changed helmets. 
* 
The trench started to wind like a 
snake, and sandbags appeared to bo 
floating in the air. The noise was hor­ 
rible; I sank onto the fire step, needles 
seemed to be pricking my flesh, then 
blackness. 
I was awakened by one of my mates 
removing my smoke helmet. How de­ 
licious that cool, fresh air felt In my 
lungs. 
A strong wind had arisen and dis­ 
persed the gas. 
They told me that I had been “out" 
for throe hoars; they thought I was 
dead. 
The attack had been repulsed after 
a hard fight. Twice the Germans had 
gained a foothold In our trench, but 
had been driven out by counter-at­ 
tacks. The trench was filled with their 
dead and ours. Through a periscope 
I counted eighteen dead Germans In 
our wire; they were a ghastly sight In 
their horrible-looking respirators. 
I examined my first smoke helmet. 
A bullet had gone through It on the 
left side, just grazing my ear. The 
gas had penetrated through the holt 
made In the doth. 
Out of our crew of six we lost two 
killed and two wounded. 
That night we buried SII of the dead, 
excepting those ii} No Man's Land. In 
death there Is not much distinction; 
friend and foe are treated alike. 
After the wind had dispersed the 
gas the R. A. M. C. got busy with theii 
chemical sprayers, spraying out the 
dugouts and low parts of the trenches 
to dissipate any fumes of the German 
gas which may have been lurking In 
same. 
Two days after the gas attack I wag 
sent to division headquarters, in an­ 
swer to an order requesting that cap­ 
tains of units should detail a man 
whom they thought capable of passing 
an examination for the divisional in­ 
telligence department. 
Before leaving for this assignment 
I went along the front-line trench say­ 
ing good-by to my mates and lording it 
over them, telling them that I had

clicked a cushy job behind the lines, 
and how sorry I felt thtft they had to 
stay in the front line a m orgue out the 
war with Fritz. They were envious 
but still good-natured, and as I left the 
trench to go to the rear they shouted 
after me: 
“Good luck. Yank, old boy; don'}, 
forget to send up a few fags to your I 
old mates." 
{ 
I promised to do this and left 
I reported at headquarters with six­ 
teen others and passed the required ex­ 
amination. Out of the sixteen appli­ 
cants four were selected. 
I was highly elated because I was, I 
thought, in for a cushy job back at the 
base. 
The next morning the four reported 
to division headquarters for instruc­ 
tions. Tw’o of the men were sent to 
large towns In the rear of the lines 
with an easy job. When It came our 
turn the officer told us we were good 
men and had passed a very creditable 
examination. 
My tin hat began to get too small 
for me, and I noted that the other man, 
Atwell by name, was sticking his chest 
oat more than usual. 
The officer continued: “I think I can 
use you two men to great advantage 
in the front line. Here are your orders 
and instructions, also the pass which 
gives you full authority as special M. 
P. detailed on Intelligence work. Re­ 
port at the front line according to your 
instructions. It Is risky work and I 
wish you both the best of luck." 
My heart dropped to zero and ^At­ 
well’s face was a study. We saluted 
and left. 
That wishing us the "best of luck" 
sounded very ominous in our ears; if 
he had said “I wish you both a swift 
and painless death" It would have been 
more to the point. 
When we had read oar instructions 
we knew we were In for It good Abd 
plenty. 
What Atweir said is not fit for pub­ 
lication, but I strongly seconded his 
opinion of the war, army and divisional 
headquarters in general. 
After a bit our spirits rose. We were 
full-fledged spy-c&pchers, because our 
instructions and order* said so. 
We immediately reported to the 
nearest French estamlnet and had sev­ 
eral glasses of muddy water, which 
they called «beer. After drinking our 
beer we left the estamlnet and Imii# 
an empty ambulance. 
After showing the driver our paaess 
we got in. The driver was going to the 
part af the line where we had to re­ 
port. 
How the wounded ever anrvtvud a 
ride in that ambulance was inexplica­ 
ble to me. It was worse 
riffing cm 
a gun carriage over n rock road. 
j 


l i t h e driver of the ambulance was al 
porporal of the R. A. M. CU and be 
I had the "wind up," that I* be had an 
I aversion to-being under fire. 
I I was riding on the seat with him 
I while Atwell was sitting in tee ambit- 
J lance, with his legs hanging out af the 
Shack. 
I As we passed through a sfaell-de- 
I strayed village a mounted military po. 
Iliceman stopped us and Informed the 


I driver to be very careful when we got 
lout on the open road, as It was very 


I dangerous, because the Germans lately 
Shad acquired the habit of shelling ll. 
I The corporal asked the trooper lf there 
I wan any athar way around, and was 
I informed that there was not 
Upon 


I this he got very nervous and wanted to 
I turn back, bot we insisted that he pro- 
lceed and explained to him that he 
I would get Into serious trouble with his 
I commanding officer if he returned 
I without orders; we wanted to ride, 
I not walk. 
I 
From his conversion we learned 
I that he had recently come from Eng- 
I land with a draft and had never been 
lander fir* hence his nervousness. 
I We convinced him that there was not 


I much danger, and he appeared greatly 
I relieved. 
I 
When we at last turned Into the open 
I road we were not so confident. 
On 
leach side there had been a line of 
I trees, but now, all that was left of 
I them were torn and battered stumps. 


I The fields on each side of the road 
I were dotted with recent shell hole* 
land we passed several in the road It- 
I self. We had gone about half a mile 


I when a shell came whistling through 


I the air and burst in a field about three 
I hundred yards to our right Another 
I soon followed Ais one and burst on 
I the edge of the road about four hun- 
I dred yards in front of us.

I told the driver to throw In his 
■ speed clatch, as we must be in sight 
I of the German* I knew the signs; 
I that battery was ranging for os, and 
I the quicker we got out of Its zone of 
I fire the better. The driver was trem- 
I bllng Uke a leaf, and every minute I 
I expected him to pile us ap in the ditch. 
II preferred the German fir*

In the back Atwell was holding onto 
I the straps for dear life, and was sing- 
I Ing at the top of his voice: 
I We beat you at the Marne,

We beat you at the Alane, 
I We gave you hell at Neuve Chapatis, 


I 
And here we are again. 
| 
Just then we bit a small shell hole 
I and nearly capsized. 
Upon a loud 
I yell from the rear I looked behind, and 
I there was Atwell sitting in the middle 
I of the road, shaking his fist at us. Hh 
■ equipment, which he had taken off 
I upon getting into the ambulance, was 
I strung out on the ground, and his rifltl 


I was in the ditch.

I shouted to the driver to stop, and 


I in his nervousness he put on the 
I brakes. We nearly pitched out head- 
I first. But the applying of those brakes 


I saved our lives. 
The next instant 
I there was a blinding flash and a deaf- 
J ening report. All that I remember is 


I that I was flying through the air, and 
I wondering* if I would land in a soft 
I spot. Then the lights went out. 
I 
When I came to, Atwell was pouring 
■ water on my head out of his bottle 
■ On the other side of the road the cor 
| poral was sitting, rubbing a lump or 
his forehead with his left hand, whiU 
his right arm was bound up in a blood 
soaked bandage. 
He was moaning 
very loudly. I had an awful headache 
and the skin on the left side of mj 
face was full of gravel and the bloo< 
was trickling from my nose. 
But that ambulance was turned oven 
in the ditch and was perforated wit! 
holes from fragments of the shell. Oat 
of the front wheels was slowly revolv 
ing, so I could not have been “oat" foi 
a long period. 
The shells were still screaming over 
head, but the battery had raised lh 
lire and they were bursting in a littl* I 
wood about half a mile from a* 
Atwell spoke up. “I wish that oft 
cer hadn't wished us the best o* luck.* 
Then he commenced swearing. 
] 
con blirt help laughing, though rn) I 
head was nigh to bursting. 
Slowly rising to my feet I felt myseli 
all over to make sure that there wert 
no broken bones. But outside of a few 
bruises and scratches I was all right 
The corporal was still moaning, bun 
more from shock than pain. A shel 
splinter had gone through the flesh oi 
his right forearm. Atwell and I, froir 
our first-aid pouches, put a tourniquet 
on hiq arm to stop the bleeding ann 
then gathered up our equipment. 
I 
We realized that we were in a dan! 
serous spot 
At any minute a shell 
might drop on the road and finish n j 
off. The village we had left was noil 
very far, so we told the corporal h J 
had better go back to It and get hi* 
arm dressed, and then report the faci] 
of the destruction of the ambulance tel 
the military police. He was well abl* 
to walk, so he set off in the director] 
of the village, while Atwell and I coni 
tinned our way on foot 
I 
Without further mishap we arrived! 
at our destination, and reported to brl! 
gade headquarters for rations and bill 
let*

That night we slept In the battalion 
sergeant major's dugout 
The nexll 
morning I went to n first-aid post and! 
had the gravel picked out of my face.* 
The instructions we. received from] 
division headquarters read that wcl 
were out to catch sple* patrol trenches! 
search German dead, reconnoiter in No] 
Man's Land, and take part In trench! 
raids and prevent the robbing of the® 
dead. 
I had a pass which would allow me I 
to go anywhere at any, time In the sec | 
tor of the line held by our division. Iii 
gave me authority to stop and search! 
ambulance* motor lorries, wagons and I 
even officers and soldiers, whenevei| 
my suspicions deemed it necessary.! 
Atwell and I were allowed to work to-1 
nether or singly—it was left co oui| 
judgment* Wa decided to 
up- 


Atwell was a good companion tad 
very entertaining. 
He had an attar 
contempt for danger, but was not fool­ 
hardy. At swearing he was a wonder. 
A cavalry regiment would have been 
proud of bim. Though boro In Eng­ 
land, be had spent several years in 
New Yolk. He was about six feet ane, 
and as strong as an ox. 
We took up our quarters In a large 
dugout of the royal engineer* and 
mapped out our future actions. This 
dugout was on the edge of a large 
cemetery, and several times at night 
in returning to it, wa got many a fail 
stumbling over the graves of English. 
French and German* Atwell on these 
occasions never Indulged In swearing, 
though at any other time, at the least 
stumble, be would turn the air bin* 
A certain section of our trenches 
was beld by the Royal Irish rifle* For 
several days a very strong rumor went 
the rounds that a Gorman spy was in 
our midst This spy was supposed to 
be dressed in the uniform of a British 
staff officer. Several stories had been 
told about an officer wearing a red 
band around his cap, who patrolled the 
tont-Hne and communication trenches 
asking suspicious questions as to loca­ 
tion of batterie* machine-gun emplace­ 
ment* and trench mortar* If a shell 
dropped In a battery, on a machine gun 
or even near a dugout this spy was 
blamed. 
The rumor gained such strength that 
an order was Issued for all troops to 
Immediately place under arrest anyone 
answering to the description of the 
spy. 
Atwell and I were on the qui vive. 
We constantly patrolled the trenches 
at night end even in the day, but tho 
spy always eluded u* 
One day while in a communication 
trench, we were horrified to see our 
brigadier general. Old Pepper, being 
brought down it by a big private of the 
Royal Irish rifle* 
The general was' 
walking In front, and the private with 
fixed bayonet was following In the 
rear. 
We saluted as the general passed us. 
The Irishman had a broad grin on bls 
face and we could scarcely believe our 
eyes—the general was under arrest 
After passing a few feet beyond us, the 
general turned, and said in a wrathful 
voice to Atwell: 
"Tell this d—n fool who I am. He's 
arrested me as a spy." 
Atwell was speechless. The sentry 
butted In with: 
“None o* that gassln’ out o* you. 
Back to headquarters you goes, Mr. 
Fritz. Open that face o* yours again, 
an* Til dent in your napper with the 
butt o* me rifle.” 
The general’s face was a sight to be­ 
hold. He was fairly boiling over with 
rage, but he shut up. 
Atwell tried to get in front of the 
sentry to explain to him that it really 
was the general he had under arrest, 
but the sentry threatefled to run his 
bayonet through him, and would have 
done it, too. So Atwell stepped a£l*je, 
and remained silent. 
I was nearly 
bursting with suppressed laughter. One 
word, and I would have exploded. It 
Is not exactly diplomatic to laugh at 
your general in such a predicament. 
The sentry and his prisoner arrived 
at brigade headquarters with disas­ 
trous results to the sentry. 
The joke was that the general had 
personally issued the order for the 
spy's arrest. It was a habit of the gen 
era! to walk through the trendies on 
rounds of Inspection, unattended by 
any of his staff. The Irishman, being 
new in the regiment, had never seen 
the general before, so when he came 
across him alone in a communication 
trench, he promptly put him under ar­ 
rest. Brigadier generals wear a red 
band around their caps. 
Next day we passed the Irishman 
tied to the wheel of a limber, the be 
ginning of his sentence of twenty-one 
days, field punishment No. I. Nevei 
before have I seen such a woebegone 
expression on a man's face. 
For several days, Atwell and I made 
ourselves scarce around brigade head* 
quarter* We did not want to meet 
the general. 
The spy was never caught.
